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Priest on fraud charge 
enters not guilty plea

A HAVERHILL priest is to 
stand trial at crown court 
accused of fraud. 

Ian Finn, 55, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court on 
Monday where he pleaded 
not guilty to an offence of 
fraud by abuse of position. 

The Rev Finn, of Hopton 
Rise, Haverhill, is the rector 
of St Mary the Virgin 
Church. 

He is also an honorary 
canon at St Edmundsbury 
Cathedral. 

He is alleged to have com¬ 
mitted the offences over a 
seven-year period. 

The charge relates to the 
alleged loss of £13,204 from 
fees paid for church servic¬ 
es between fune 1,2007 and 
March 1, 2014, by false 
accounting. 

Finn spoke only to con¬ 
firm his name and to plead 
not guilty. 

More than a dozen sup¬ 
porters attended court in 
the public gallery. 

The 55-year-old was 
charged in August 2014, 
after first being arrested in 


March. He made his first 
court appearance in 
September last year at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates 
Court. 

Speaking outside that 
hearing, the priest said he 
was “entirely innocent”. 

“I have done nothing 
criminally wrong and I am 
confident a jury will clear 
me of any wrong-doing,” he 
said. 

“The last few months have 
been a dreadful ordeal and 
I am grateful to all the 
friends who are supporting 
me and share my belief I am 
innocent.” 

Finn has been suspended 
from his post since 
February last year, when an 
investigation by the 
Diocese of St Edmundsbury 
and Ipswich began into 
alleged “financial irregu¬ 
larities.” 

Speaking on Monday, 
fudge David Goodin told 
Finn that his trial was due 
to take place in early May. 

Finn will continue to be 
granted unconditional bail 
until his next court appear¬ 
ance.

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PLANS to transfer a community cen¬ 
tre to a church could be finalised by 
the end of the financial year. 

That is the aim of the River of Life 
Community Church, which is current¬ 
ly involved in an asset transfer for the 
Chalkstone Community Centre. 

Currently owned by St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, the building is rent¬ 
ed out by a number of local groups, 
including Haverhill WI and the 
Befriending Scheme. 

Paul Turner, senior pastor at the 
church, said: “Most people who have 
spoken to me think it’s a really good 
idea.” 

Earlier this month, a community 
consultation was launched with near¬ 
by residents, businesses and other 
stakeholders. 

All responses have been positive, Mr 
Turner said, with the only concern 
being whether or not those using the

centre can carry on doing so. 

“Our desire is that we improve the 
experience for [those who hire], not 
make it worse,” he added. 

“We do not want to lose people who 
are already hiring.” 


A business plan is being developed 
by the church, and is expected to be 
submitted to the council soon. 

Once transfer of ownership is com¬ 
plete, a “community management 
team” will be created to oversee how 
the building and activities within it 
will run. 

The River of Life Community Church 
began in 1999, and has since grown to 
around 130 members. 

In the early years, the church met at 
the centre itself, which is in Strasbourg 
Square, before the venue became too 
small. 

It currently meets at Castle Manor 
Academy. 

Mr Turner said: “Anything that you 
want to do here [in Haverhill] that’s 
positive for people you will get sup¬ 
port for.” 

He added: “We would be happy to 
hear from anybody who has thoughts 
or ideas or who wants to work with us.”

Request for 
information 
is denied 

A REQUEST to see the salaries of 
an MP’s employees was denied 
by a Government department. 

The Freedom of Information 
request to the Department of 
Energy and Climate Change was 
made on December 11 last year. 

It said: “I would like to make a 
Freedom of Information request 
regarding the Minister of State 
for Energy and Climate Change 
Matthew Hancock. 

“Specifically, I would like a list 
of all staff who work for Mr 
Hancock within the department, 
and how much their annual 
salary is.” 

A response was published on 
January 12. 

It said that while the 
information was held by the 
department, it would be witheld 
to comply with two sections of 
the Freedom of Information Act 
2000 . 

One exemption relates to the 
operation of a ministerial private 
office. The department balanced 
public interest with witholding or 
disclosing the information, it 
said. 

The response added: “We 
considered this exemption 
carefully and we have concluded 
that the public interest falls with 
withholding the information.” 

The second exemption related 
to personal data, and the 
response said it would be unfair 
for staff’s names and salaries to 
be published.

Bedsits scheme 
for town centre

A SHARED house with five 
bedrooms has been pro¬ 
posed for Haverhill town 
centre. 

Planning permission is 
being sought to convert an 
office space in Lower Downs 
Slade to a multiple-occupan¬ 
cy home on the upper floor. 

The application has been 
made by Stan Jones with 
agent Ickleton Planning 
Consultancy. 

In a planning statement, 
the proposal is described as a 
way to rescue a town centre 
building. 

Written by Neil McKillen, 
chartered town planner, it 
said: “[The development] 
will provide two ground 
floor trading units and 
affordable rented accommo¬ 
dation in an area where it is 
badly needed. 

“It will contribute, in some 
small way, to the longer term 
regeneration of Haverhill 
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town centre and should 
therefore be welcomed by 
the local planning authority 
with an early grant of plan¬ 
ning permission.” 

It is assumed that the bed¬ 
sits would be occupied by 
single people. 

There are no parking spac¬ 
es included in the plan, but 
three cycle spaces would be 
provided if the application is 
approved. 

A new development of flats 
near Lower Downs Slade was 
recently approved with no 
associated parking, Mr 
McKillen said, and it is not 
expected that the occupants 
of the proposed homes 
would have cars. 

Plans show that each bedsit 
would have a desk, fridge 
and sink, as well as its own 


toilet area. 

A communal kitchen room 
would also be included in the 
house, with washing 
machines available to share. 

Permission is also being 
sought to change the use of 
one of the existing and 
vacant retail units on the 
ground floor. 

It is hoped that this space 
would become a cafe or res¬ 
taurant of around 32 square 
metres, according to the 
application. 

If approved, a shop would 
be on one side of the central 
entrance to the building, and 
a cafe or restaurant on the 
other. 

“Modest” alterations would 
be made to the front of the 
building if the changes of use 
are approved for the build¬ 
ing, Mr McKillen’s statement 
said.

Access for all 

ON Saturday disabled people in 
the UK were encouraged to visit 
public venues during Disabled 
Access Day, but I wonder how 
much of our rich cultural heritage 
was inaccessible to them? 

I work for an amazing charity 
called Revitalise. We run the 
Jubilee Lodge centre in Chigwell, 
which provides respite holiday 
breaks for disabled people and 
carers. 

The issue of accessibility is very 
close to our hearts since we 
regularly take our guests on 
excursions to tourist attractions 
around the country. 

We’ve done a lot of research into 
this and found some disturbing 
things. For instance, did your 
readers know that only a third of 
the UK’s top visitor attractions are 
fully accessible to wheelchair 
users and 8 out of 10 disabled 
people have experienced 
problems with the accessibility of 
major high street stores? 

And what is the upshot of this? 
65% of disabled people have 


decided against visiting a tourist 
attraction and 69% have been put 
off shopping on their local high 
street due to accessibility 
concerns or a simple lack of online 
information. This is a terrible 
state of affairs. 

We think that disabled people 
have a right to access all that 
society has to offer, so why should 
so much of it be off limits to them? 
Access should be a right, not a 
privilege, and improving it can be 
as simple as installing a ramp, 
taking an awareness course or 
putting better information online. 
At Revitalise we think that public 


venues should be talking to 
disabled people themselves about 
how to become more accessible - 
after all, who better to ask?

Marathon man in 
record attempt 


A FATHER is aiming to break 
a Guinness World Record 
when he runs the London 
Marathon wearing military 
boots and an army rucksack 
weighing 601b. 

Dan lones, 35, of Fisher 
Close, Haverhill, is taking 
part in the run to raise money 
for the British Forces 
Foundation, a charity that 
boosts morale by providing 
entertainment for troops. 

Mr lones served in the army 
in the mid-1990s, as a 
Grenadier Guard in Chelsea, 
London, and has a cousin who 
is a serving soldier, shortly 
returning to Afghanistan. 

Although Mr Jones got used 
to running with a rucksack 
(properly known as a bergen) 
and the boots while he was 
serving in the army, returning 
to it proved a challenge. 

“I’ve been training since 
November, gradually intro¬ 
ducing the bergen and boots.

I went out on Sunday and did 
a 21km run with the bergen,” 
he said. “It’s very, very differ¬ 
ent.” 

He will be participating in 
several other competitive 
runs, including the 
Cambridge Boundary Run on 
March 1, before competing in 
the London Marathon on 
April 26. 

Currently, the Guinness 
World Record for the fastest 
marathon run while carrying 
a 601b pack is held by Toru 
Sakurai, a Japanese army 
instructor. 

He completed the run in 
four hours, 39 minutes and 
nine seconds during the 
Tokyo Marathon in 2013. 

Mr Jones is hoping to beat 
this time and has registered 
his Guinness World Record 


attempt. 

“The British Forces 
Foundation is a very small 
charity,” he said. “But it helps 
in a lot of other ways.” 

Mr Jones, who has an 8-year- 
old son and a 6-year-old 
daughter, says his wife and 
children have been support¬ 
ive, but a little baffled by his 
ambition. 

“They think I’m a bit mad. 
They don’t really get my rea¬ 
soning behind it,” he said. 
“But they’ll come down on 
the day.” 

He hopes that people will 
pitch in and sponsor him. 

“Any donations will be very 
much appreciated, no matter 
how small,” he said.

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Dad of two 
is jailed for 
£ 80 k fraud 


A FATHER OF TWO who illegally 
claimed more than £80,000 in 
benefits has been jailed for 18 
months. 

Henry Stockings, 56, of Mallow 
Walk, Haverhill, appeared at 
Ipswich Crown Court last week for 
sentence. 

Mr Recorder David Pugh said: 
“This was a sustained fraud com¬ 
mitted over a period of 10 years.” 

The extended time period was an 
aggravating factor, the recorder 
said. 

Stockings, who had been on bail, 
was found guilty of fraud following 
a trial in December. 

The trial heard that Stockings 
failed to notify St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council of a change in 
circumstances that would affect 
his entitlement to council tax ben¬ 
efit between April 2003 and April 
2012. 

He also failed to make a notifica¬ 
tion to the Department of Work and 
Pensions (DWP) between March 
2002 and January 2009, and again 
between July, 2010 and July, 2011. 


COURT REPORTER 


During these dates he claimed 
£46,115 in income support, £28,832 
in housing benefit and £6,099 in 
council tax benefit, totalling 
£81,046. 

Laura Kenyon, prosecuting, told 
the court that Stockings signed a 
declaration to say only he and his 
two children lived at their Haverhill 
home but investigators found 
Frances Brewer, his partner, living 
there too. 

The couple had a joint tenancy 
agreement for the property, Miss 
Kenyon said, and Ms Brewer’s post 
was also delivered to the address. 

In evidence, Stockings told the 
court that his partner had not lived 
with the family for more than 15 
years. 

She visited the Haverhill property 
“infrequently”, he added. 

Marcus Croskill, mitigating, said 
this was “out of character” for 
Stockings and he would not appear 
before the courts again.

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Changes that 
help small 

developments

Small developments on farms and village 
in fill sites have recently attracted much 
interest due to the varying requirements 
of local authorities for payments, and 
contributions towards affordable housing. 
In 2013/14, we saw some relaxation 
of development rules for redundant 
farm buildings, but that relaxation did 
not extend to related accessways and 
services for those buildings. So those 
changes were not entirely helpful to 
farmers. 

But the changes that came in in 
December 2014 on payments for 
developments seem much better news, 
and with very few “catches”. 

In a recent review of the statutory 
guidance, the government has now 
exempted various developments 
from these requirements. This means 
landowners will not have to pay for 
contributions for general expenditure 
within an area for open space or sports 
facilities, for example, where there are 
developments of 10 houses or less with 
a combined floorspace of less than 1000 
sq. m. 

Similarly, no affordable housing 
contribution can be sought in similar 
circumstances .although in rural areas 
a local authority can adopt a lower 
threshold of 5 houses, but can then 
only seek a commuted payment for 
developments of between 6 and 10 
houses with any payment being deferred 
until the end of the project. 

Self build projects and extensions 
to existing dwellings are also now 
exempt from the requirements to make 
contributions. 

If you’re in this postition and the decision 
has not yet been taken, or the section 
106 planning obligation has not yet been 
completed or dated, you should seek 
an immediate review, and seek deletion 
of the old money requirements. Local 
authorities are already agreeing this. 

If planning permission has already been 
granted and the section 106 completed 
you can make a new application if the 
development has not been commenced. 
Depending upon the circumstances 
it might be possible to apply to vary 
an existing permission where some 
of the development has already been 
undertaken, but each development would 
need to be looked at on an individual 
basis.

Decision due 
on hall’s future

THE future of a church hall 
will be decided next month. 

Planning permission is cur¬ 
rently being sought for the 
hall of the Old Independent 
Church in Haverhill’s Hamlet 
Road. 

The hall, which is Grade II 
listed, is proposed as the site 
for three new flats. 

Lodged in December, the 
application has been hailed 
as the only way to save the 
hall and bring it back into 
continued use. 

A statement of need said: 
“For some time the Church 
have been considering their 
options and it has taken 
some time to come to terms 
with the need to focus their 
activities on one of the two 
buildings on economic and 
suitability grounds. 

“Whilst the hall building 
would have been a more logi¬ 
cal and economic choice the 
Church and Synod feel that 
the responsibility to main-

tain the Church building 
must be properly considered 
and this application is 
shaped by this decision.” 

A delegation panel at St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council was due to decide on 
the hall’s fate last week, but 
instead deferred the applica¬ 
tion to the council’s planning 
committee. 

The plans, which were first 


entered in September, were 
resubmitted just before 
Christmas. 

They ask for two single bed- 
roomed flats, and one three 
bedroomed flat. 

A covered cycle space will 
be provided for each one 
bedroomed unit, the plans 
have said, and two car park¬ 
ing spaces will be available 
for the larger flat. 

Haverhill Town Council 
and English Heritage have 
both supported the applica¬ 
tion. 

A statement from English 
Heritage said that though the 
proposed changes would 
“result in a degree of harm” 
they would not “on balance” 
wish to refuse the applica¬ 
tion.

Phil Hymers, of Bury St Edmunds, joined the Hospice 
as a reception and Hospice Neighbours volunteer 
three years ago. 

“After becoming a Hospice Neighbour I was asked if 
I would be interested in taking on the co-ordinator role. 

I knew it was something I felt I could do,” he said. 

“I get a great sense of 
fulfilment out of it and I get 
a buzz out of volunteering. 

I think the Hospice is so 
well regarded locally - 
many people have had 
relatives or friends or 
neighbours who have had 
some involvement with 
the Hospice - that it is a 
cause people are happy 
to get involved with.”

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“MY life is out of control,” says comedian Mark 
Watson, with more than a hint of melodrama. 
“Going on tour will be a great relief, I can’t get out 
on the road quickly enough. Performing the show 
has become the least stressful part of my day. All I 
have to do is stand up and talk for an hour - that 
eclipses all my other problems.” 

By "problems" the scruffy haired Bristolian 
good-naturedly means parenthood, having re¬ 
cently become a dad times two after his new born 
baby daughter joined the family. 

"The rigours of touring are considerable," he 
concedes. "But when you're on the road, people 
are scrabbling round at home doing much less 
glamorous things. When comedians complain 
about touring, I assume they haven't got families. 
Certainly there have been times at home when 
I've been delighted to say, 'You know I'd love to 
stay and deal with this plumbing crisis, but sadly 
Bromsgrove awaits!'" 

This time around it's Cambridge Corn Exchange 
that awaits, the 34-year-old's former student 
stomping ground. It's here that he studied English 
at Queens' College, nabbed a first, clever boy, 
and became best mates with fellow Cambridge 
comedian and poet Tim Key, who was Watson's 
best man at his wedding. 

The pair met at Footlights alongside Downton 
actor Dan Stevens, after imposter Key, who never 
studied at Cambridge, just blagged his way into 
the troupe. They went on to co-direct a revue 
together. 

Sadly, the duo won't be performing a skittish 
double act littered with Key's ramblings on porn 
cards (do Google that). This time it's all about 
Watson, and he'll happily forgive you if don't 


As former Footlights star Mark Watson brings new 
show Flaws to Cambridge Corn Exchange, Ella 
Walker discovers that being a dad is far more dif¬ 
ficult than doing stand-up 

"know who the hell I am," as long as you buy a 
ticket to his new show Flaws and find out. 

This lack of recognition is strange though 
considering the accolades and achievements that 
bubble up on Watson's Wikipedia page. 

In 2005 he was nominated for Best Newcomer 
at the Perrier Comedy Awards, won the Panel 
Prize at The If.comedie Awards and the Time Out 
Critics' Choice Award in 2006, he consistently 
sells out shows at the Edinburgh Festival, regularly 
pops up on the likes of Never Mind the Buzzcocks, 
Mock the Week, Would I Lie to You and Live at 
the Apollo, and has written four novels. Impres¬ 
sive, no? 

And let's not forget he spends half his life on the 
radio as well, starring in shows like Mark Watson 
Makes The World Substantially Better, 100 Million 
or Bust and Mark Watson's Live Address to the 
Nation. 

"I've now been a professional comedian for 
10 years, and it seemed like the natural point to 
reflect on what I've done," he says, explaining 
the premise of Flaws. "I couldn't help observ¬ 
ing that most of the time has been spent making 
money from telling people about my personal 
inadequacies. So Flaws is about how my hapless 
stage persona has at some point become a hapless 
human being." 

Does he ever find the distinction between his 
stage and real life blurring? "The stuff I talk about

on stage is not that different from my real life. I 
have a definite shtick - a slightly manic nervous 
energy which makes something of my incompe¬ 
tence and general failings. But that's actually very 
similar to how I conduct my life. The effect of that 
on my mental well-being is ambiguous. If you're 
performing a version of yourself, it's quite easy to 
lose track of where your real self begins and ends." 

"In the show, I say that in my twenties I felt that 
it was fun to tell anecdotes about the different 
ways I'd screwed up. You're allowed to be a sham¬ 
bles in your twenties. But it is sobering to realise 
that you've got no better as a 35-year-old and that 
if you don't shape up, you'll be a 50-year-old who 
has still not got to grips with the basic pillars of 
life," he explains. "I have two children and a mort¬ 
gage and still walk this strange tightrope between 
a seemingly respectable life and complete chaos." 

It's hard not to empathise, but he says "the fact 
that you know others have flaws doesn't necessar¬ 
ily comfort you. 

"I'm interested in the whole idea of flaws and 
fallibility. Perfection is not possible or desirable for 
humans. The denial of human quirks and flaws is 


not healthy. In Flaws I try to improve myself and 
find role models to aspire to. My lack of confi¬ 
dence and self-esteem has powered my shows and 
my decisions in life. But if you look at the oppo¬ 
site, aggressively confident people, a lot of their 
qualities are loathsome. In correcting your flaws, 
you might actually move towards something even 
worse. Self-improvement is very difficult." 

People instinctively feel that stand-up must be 
terrifying because the performer is so exposed," 
he adds thoughtfully. "There is no doubt that I find 
it nerve wracking. Comedians who feel no anxiety 
have simply become machines. But in a live show, 
at least you are in control. With TV, what you do 
might only be reflected in five per cent of the final 
edit; you're just a cog in the wheel. 

"But when it's your tour, matters are purely 
in your own hands. Yes, you're on your own and 
vulnerable, but the flipside is that you have au¬ 
tonomy. Even if they hate it, you can say that, 'At 
least it had integrity. I've successfully performed 
a show which I wholeheartedly believe in, even if 
they didn't like it!' 

"It's so satisfying."

Emmanuel 

S ADLY, despite the title, An Evening with 
Tommy Emmanuel at Cambridge Corn 
Exchange does not entail the Australian 
guitar virtuoso engaging in a This Is Your Life- 
type affair. No red book, no Michael Aspel. 

We thought that was sad, not to mention 
misleading, so here's a rundown of the 
musician's illustrious career to date: 

■ He was born William Thomas "Tommy" 

Emmanuel in 1955 in Muswellbrook, New South 
Wales, Australia. 

■ He picked up his first guitar aged 4 and was 
taught to play by his mother. 

■ By the age of 6 he was working professionally, 
hearing his hero, Chet Atkins on the radio for 
the first time when he was 7. 

■ School gave way to playing rhythm guitar on 
the road with his family, before winning a series 
of talent shows in Sydney. 

■ Session work turned into playing lead guitar 
in The Southern Star Band and Dragon, and 
touring with Tina Turner (as you do). 

■ Tommy eventually went solo, playing 
everything from jazz, rock and blues, to country, 
touting his distinctive percussive, 10 finger 
picking style. 

■ He can't read or write music, but is a Grammy 
nominee and has been given the Certified Guitar 



Player Award. Impressive stuff, right?

Growing 

new trends 



THE weather is going to be the tell¬ 
ing factor in garden design trends 
this year, thanks to several years of 
excessively wet weather and flood¬ 
ing. 

So says award-winning garden 
designer Chris Beardshaw, pictured, 
co-presenter of BBC2's Great Garden 
Revival, who is currently planning his 
forthcoming 'Healthy Cities' show 
garden with first-time RHS Chel¬ 
sea Flower Show sponsor Morgan 
Stanley. 

"There's a real awareness of the 
challenges of the weather," he says. 
"We've gone through that period 
where we thought it was going to 
get hotter and buying phormiums 
and cordylines and then finding that 
the winter killed them. 

"People are going back to much 
more resilient planting types. There's 
a real resurgence in shrubs. The last 
few decades have been about her¬ 
baceous perennials and grasses and 
I think a lot of people are now much 
more interested in combinations. 

"We often put shrub roses with 
clematis and an underscore of bulbs 
to give the three hits of interest. 


People are becoming aware that 
one plant doesn't necessarily cover 
all bases and are adopting a more 
refined approach to planting." 

Plants such as phillyrea and 
deciduous rho¬ 
dodendrons, 
which provide 
masses of in¬ 
terest through 
a long sea¬ 
son and little 
maintenance, 
may become 
more popular, 
he predicts, 
while we are 
moving away 
from 'static 
gardens', low- 
maintenance, 
minimalist plots which don't change 
through the season and are lacking 
in personality. 

"People want the garden to 
respond to the seasons - and the 
plants have to respond to that." 

"The bubble of 'grow your own' 
has burst," he continues. "After a 
couple of dodgy weather seasons, 


most people are now realising that 
growing fruit and veg is not as easy 
as it might seem and, as a conse¬ 
quence, are becoming more selective 
of what they grow. 

"Rhubarb is becom¬ 
ing fantastically popular 
because it is so easy to 
grow, along with fruit 
like damsons and gages 
which can be planted as 
hedging or put in a wild 
area of the garden and 
will largely look after 
themselves. 

"Likewise, with 
vegetables, we will take 
into account the amount 
of time and space our 
choice uses up. So things 
like cut-and-come-again 
salad leaves, which cost a lot in the 
shops, will continue to be popular as 
they are easy to grow and give great 
rewards." 

Gardeners seem to be more savvy 
than previously, perhaps because of 
the wealth of information available 
on plant sites on the internet, and 
want more bang for their buck when 


buying plants, he says. 

"We are keen to see plants work¬ 
ing hard, which is perhaps a symp¬ 
tom of gardens getting smaller. We 
are looking at more high intensity 
planting." 

Purple is likely to be the colour of 
choice this year, he predicts. 

"The colour that everyone wants 
to be in their garden this year is 
purple. I think there's an opulence 
and generosity of purple, when you 
think of the purple bearded iris or 
Tulipa 'Black Knight'. But I think a 
garden filled only with purple would 
be a rather sombre place. You need a 
twist. With dark purple tulips, for in¬ 
stance, I would use scillas and white 
camassias underneath." 

People may think that traditional 
bedding has gone out of fashion, 
yet Chris notes that according to a 
recent report from the horticultural 
industry, the number of people buy¬ 
ing bedding plants is at an all-time 
high. 

"However, we're not buying them 
in the same quantities that we were 
buying previously, which indicates 
that we are using them very advis¬ 


edly in hanging baskets, containers 
and patio tubs, giving an instant 
blast of hard-working colour. What 
we are not doing is filling beds and 
borders with them in a kind of park 
bedding scheme way. 

"We are becoming much more 
knowledgeable about the range of 
bedding plants. The bedding craze is 
still on but it's about getting much 
better value out of those plants and 
being advised to use them in very 
specific ways." 

As for furniture, plastics may have 
come a long way with robust, styl¬ 
ish all-weather garden sets, along 
with weather-protective coatings on 
metal furniture, but Beardshaw says 
that wood will remain popular. 

Gardeners are also becoming 
more adventurous with lighting, he 
observes, as more sophisticated out¬ 
door lighting comes on the market. 

"Now, lights are easy to install 
and the power of them is great. You 
can get different coloured lenses for 
your LED lights and also buy units 
that will adjust the temperature of 
the lens, which will change as natu¬ 
ral light levels rise or fall."

More accurate 
mpg data due 


TALKS have taken place with 
the motor industry to help 
give drivers better informa¬ 
tion about how much fuel a 
vehicle actually uses. 

Roads Minister Robert 
Goodwill told MPs it was 
always a “little bit disappoint¬ 
ing” to find out how a car 
performs on the road when 
compared to the claims con¬ 
tained at the bottom of adver¬ 
tisements. 

He said discussions with 
industry officials examined 
the potential to make tests, 
which are designed to indi¬ 
cate a car’s performance, 
more relevant to normal 
operating conditions. 

Speaking in the Commons 
about the Government’s rail 
and road plans, Mr Goodwill 
also said it was important to 
look at the reasons why air 
quality levels are deteriorat¬ 
ing in some areas. 

He told MPs that green¬ 
house gas emissions from 
motoring are expected to fall 
by around 20 per cent in 2030 
compared to present day lev¬ 
els due to fuel efficiency regu¬ 
lations. 

The Tory front-bencher 
noted it was disappointing 
that economic problems 
under the previous Labour 
administration had led to 


people not replacing their 
older cars - which pumped 
out more pollutants - as 
quickly. 

He said a return to econom¬ 
ic growth was also leading to 
“near-record levels” of vehicle 
registrations, with more “old, 
dirty” cars going to the 
scrapheap and more new cars 
on the road. 

Mr Goodwill went on: 
“There are, of course, on the 
strategic road network a 
number of mitigating factors 
that we can use such as we’re 
looking at trialling some bar¬ 
riers to try and channel pollu¬ 
tion away from communities 
close to roads.” 

Labour former transport 
minister Jim Fitzpatrick said 
he was very disappointed to 
hear Goodwill blame “eco¬ 
nomic woes of the world 
economy” which affected the 
previous government as a 
reason for why air pollution 
and air quality are deteriorat¬ 
ing. 

He told the minister: “I think 
your first answer which was 
‘we’re not quite sure what’s 
causing it, we’re going to look 
at it’ was a much better answer. 

“Would you not agree with 
that?” 

Goodwill said he had been 
very careful not to blame the 


previous government but 
stated the fact that people 
had not been buying as many 
new cars for a variety of rea¬ 
sons. 

He added: “It’s always a little 
bit disappointing when one 
looks at the published fuel 
consumption figures at the 
bottom of the advert and how 
they compare with actual use 
in practice and certainly I’ve 
had discussions with the 
motor industry to see how 
maybe we can make the test 
cycle, which is meant to give a 
clear indication of the perfor¬ 
mance of the car, more rele¬ 
vant to normal operating 
conditions. 

“While we made tremen¬ 
dous progress in reducing 
sulphur dioxide emissions 
because of the way we have 
cleaned up fuel - we’ve taken 
lead out of the petrol - we still 
have the problem of NOx, 
which is of course is not in the 
fuel but in the atmosphere 
and produced in the engine 
because of the combustion 
process and is pretty much 
linked to fuel consumption. 

“So as we have more fuel 
efficient cars we’ll have less 
nitrogen oxides which, of 
course, cause air pollution 
and problems for public 
health.”
